AMAZING STORY OF TREACHERY 


Claimed Russian Officers Sold Plans of 
Fortresses to Japanese 

Paris.—An amazing story is related 
in a Geneva dispatch to the Excelsior, 
which has to do with the Russian Bar- 
on Ygor Tilinsky, now at Zurich. The 
baron declares that he holds a claim 
on the Japanese government for $70,- 
000,000. According to him, three 
Russian staff officers of revolutionary 
tendencies sold the plans of the Pa- 
cific fortresses, including Port Arthur, 
to the Japanese, at the outbreak of 
the Japo-Russian war. For political 
reasons they desired the defeat of 
Russia. 

They recelved in payment three 
cheques amounting to little more than 
$23,000,000 each, ‘payable at Tokio. 
March 22, 1915. The officers further 
contracted to remain {n the services 
of Japan until the cheques were paid. 

Baron Tilinsky and a_ partner 
named Swetky went to Zurich in 1911 
and endeavored to raise money on the 
cheques through a local financier. Ne- 
gotiations were opened with banks ip 
London, Amsterdam and Dresden, but 
they refused to make any advances 
without seeing the original contract. 

In the meantime, according to the 
story, the Japanese embassy learned 
of the affair and reported it to Tokio. 
The consul of Zurich was instructed 
to Investigate. The Russian govern- 
ment also took up the matter and sent 
the Russian military attache at Berne 
to Zurich to make inquiries.

Constuntinople.—The mission to 
London of Ibrahim Hakki Pasha on 
behalf of the Ottoman Government 
has failed. His object was to per- 
suade the powers to support the 
claim of Turkey to the retention of 
Adrianople. He was, however, un- 
able to prevail upon the powers to uc- 
cept the Porte’s note us a basis for 
fresh peace negotiationg, and he had 
no authority to go beyond the propo- 
sais contained in that document. Al- 
though members of the Turkish cab- 
inet are in favor of peace, the war 
element shows no tendency to weak- 
en its attitude. Military operations 
are still confined to skirmishes at 
various points along the front. Fight- 
ing on any extended scale is improb- 
able for the present owing to the 
inclemency of the weather.

Live Stock Feeding 


Right now, before he decides upon 
what crops he will put in this spring, is 
the tine for the Alberta farmer to figure 
on what extent he will go into live stock 
feeding during the winter of 1913-14. 
Lust year the out-turn of wheat in the 
province showed a decrease while oats 
production took a decided jump. This 
encouraging sign should be even more 
evident during the coming season. Wesi- 
ern Canada’s foremost live stock expert 
states that as an all ‘round feed vats 
cannot be beaten and nowhere can better 
crups of oats be grown than in Alberta. 
Every Alberta farmer should conside: 
vats bis leading crop but he should noi 
be sutisiied with simply raising the grain ; 
ne should cut some green for fodder and 
uuilize the-vuanuce of his crop for chop 
anu jeed every ounce of it right on his 
pouce 1 

The Alberta farmer should get no 
idea that livestock feeding operations 
require elaborate or expensive plants. 
There is not a single district in the 
province where stock cannot be wintered 
out of doors. In fact, those who have 
fed inside and outside say that the ani- 
mals do much better in the open. Cattle, 
hogs and sheep will well repay those 
fattening them during the winter, even 
if the feeding stock has to be purchased. 
Agriculturists here may get many profi(- 
able lessons by studying the experiences 
of husbandmen in the older districts 
Our soil is probably the most fertile in 
the world, but there is no use trying to 
fool ourselves into thinking that it will 
stand continuous cropping to grain and 
give paying crops forever without fer- 
tilization. In addition to thisis the fact 
that mixed farming pays a continuous 
income; those who have practised it in 
Alberta have found the system good. 

For instance a farmer writing to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway the other day, 
in the course of his letter said: ‘‘A 
mixed farmer always has something to 
sell if it is only a pigor some butter, It 
is surprising how handy the price of a 
good hog comes in when you go to pay 
your store bill, and again it is sume- 
times a $500 team of horses that makes 
the mixed farmer smile, because gener- 
ally it is the straight grain grower who 
is the buyer.’’ The same day came a 
letter to the same company from a farm- 
er in lowa who has bought a section 
here and is coming up in the spring. He 
said in part: ‘‘l want you to have six 
or eight high grade dairy cows and some 
brood sows ready to turn over to me 
when I arrive. 1 don’t want to have to 
wait till 1 get a crop before my land 
starts to make money for me; I’m going 
to start right in making money from the 
day | arrive.’ He is an experienced 
farmer and knows the right way to con- 
duct his business. 


Every Alberta farmer should make up 
his mind that this year he is going to 
raise some stock; get some brood sows, 
duiry cows, feeder cattle or sheep, and 
start in right now to figure on raising 
the feed forthem Those in the districts 
where it has been proven successful 
should certainly start a plot of alfalfa. 
Those to the north can rely upgn the 
native hay for part of the ration. Oata 
and barley, the former either green or 
ripe and the latter for chop, give big 
crops in all parts'of the province. When 
Alterta farmers make up their minds to 
ship nothing from their farms cxcept 
their wheat, and feed everything else,
